This statement was made Ly Sir 
Auckland Geddes, new British Am- 
bassador to the United States, who 
is sailing for America in about a 
month. Great Britain even is whi- 
ing to allow that a loan be offered 
in the Allied countries, although on 
account of their exhaustion it holds 
out little hope of a large subscrip- 
tion. But England believes a large 
sum may be obtained in neutral 
countries and setne from German 
sympathizers in America. 

Sir Auckland realizes fully that 
the relations of Great Britain and 
America now are not all they should 
de. His ideas are that true friend- 
ship will grow out of an interde- 
pendent as distinguished from a 
competitive commerce, and plans 
to do all in his power to promote 
these @velopments. He feels, how- 
ever, at for a little time at least 
competitive elements will rule, as 
America developed manufactures 
during the war and entered markets 
hitherto a British _ ynonopoly. 

NO SHIPPING FIGHT. 

Great Britain, however, Sir Auck- 
land declared, naturally is an im- 
porter of raw materials and food 
from America, while England still 
makes some things needed in Amer- 
ica better than anyone else. He

Such a solution of the vered Turkish 
problem is at least worth the experiment. 
| If the Turkish populations are in @ ma- 
jority in the territory that still maintains 
the name of Turkey the right of self-deter- 
mination justifies their continuance in pow- 
er. “East is east and west is west.” They 
have the right to govern themselves in the 
manner that a majority of the population 
decrees. But the oppression of minorities 
‘must cease. The muezzin will be permitted 
} to continue to call the faithful to prayer 
from the minarets of St. Sophia: but he 
can no longer summon them to massacre 
and pillage. 

‘This adjustment will Goubtless be a iis- 
appointment to Christian denominations in 
America and other countries that have been 
hoping to see the Turk expelled outright 
from Europe. But in Turkey, as in Ger- 
many and Austria, the oppression of peo- 
ples has been made possible by armed 
forces controlled by despotic rulers. The 
autocracy of the Sultans has come to an 
end; but the Turkish people must not be 
penalized for their religious belief. The 
dominion of Christendom ‘will not be last- 
ing if it is to be a dominion of force. The 
Christian warrior .must not be permitted 
to become an aggressor and an oppressor. 
Tt is by education, and not by armed force, 
that peoples are redeemed. 

*Turkish dominion in Europe has been 
' Maintained for centuries through massacre 
and pillage. The r'gid limitation of arma- 
ments now imposed deprives the govern- 
‘ment of that method of constraint. If the 
Turkish populations cen govern with civ- 
flized institutions they have a right to 
maintain their civilization. Viewing the 
' situation from this distance it seems that 
the Turkish people are about to be put to 
the test. If they can maintain their su- 
premacy without recourse to the scimiter, 
then they have g right to a place in the 
sun. Living peoples must not be punished 
for the crimes of dead rulers. 

If a concert had been established in place 
balance of power by the treaty of 
Vienna the Turk could have been deprived 
of his sword at that. time. The greatest 
argument in favor of the present League 
of Nations is. that the governments of which | 
it is composed gre working in an accord 
that permits them to deprive the Turk of 
his bloody weapons. and compel him to 
govern according to the accepted principles 
of right and justice or abdicate. This de- 
cision, however, is not final. The Turk is 
placed on hig good behavior. If he vio- 
lates hig parole it will be time to drive him 
from Europe. . 4

reputation. The personal attacks made 
upon him are in themselves convincing evi- 
dence that there is nothing in his public 
record which does not redound to his cred- 
it. Hoover has been accused of accumulat- 
ing @ large fortune early in life through 
studious application of the get-rich-quick 
methods of dubious promoters. 

In view of hig record as Food Adminis- 
trator few persons would give ear to such 
slanders; but Mr. Field, college classmate 
and life-long friend of Hoover, read anoth- 
er letter which carries its own refutation.

In the South Arbor Day is gen 
|} erally celebrated on Washington's . 
birthday. Trees are planted in his 
memory and named for great sol-. 
| @iers and statesmen. In Indiana 
two days were proclaimed as Arbor 
| Day by Gov. Durbin in 1904—April 


| 22 for the beautifying of public and 
private grounds and highways and 
on October 21 for appropriate exer 
cises in the schools. 
Arbor Day was instituted by J. - 
Stirling Morton in 1872 to cultivate. 
}’'tree planting in the almost treeless 
State of Nebraska. In 1876 B. G. 
| Northrup advocated the observance 
of Arbor Day in the schools and of- 
fered every child a dojlar who plant- 
ed or helped plant five Centennial 
trees. In time the custom was uni- 
versally observed through the Unit- 
ed States either by special procla- 
mation of Governors or through the 
recommendation of school superin- 
-tendents, the date depending upon 
the climatic conditions. 
Arbor Day is one of the most 
} beneficent of all the days we love. 
Our other celebrations are in re- 
membrance of great eveuts that af-. 
fected the world, the nation or the 
State, And that we may not forget 
the birth of Christ, His resurrection, 
Memorial Day, Fourth of July, Flag 
Day, Mothers’ Day and that we may 
remember Washington, Lincoln and 
the gracious act of being thankful 
they are listed In our netional cal- 
endar as “holy” days. 
But Arbor Day is the symbol of 
the future and of progress. Trees 
are a living lesson in national eco- 
nomics as they affect climate and 
meteorological conditions. Lack of 
trees means lack of fertility and 
drouths and floods, and the timber 
on mountainsides protects ‘the wa- 
ter supply.

HOLLYWOOD PASTOR 
GOING TO OAKLAND. 


RESIGNATION OF WELL-KNOWN 


MINISTER IS ACCEPTED 
WITH REGRET. 


Past three and a half years of the 
Hollywood Baptist Church, yester- 
day, accepted a call to the pastor- 
ate of the First Baptist Church of 
Oakland. He will preach his first 
sermon there, April 18, concluding 
his Hollyw: pastorate, with the 
annual meeting, April 4. 
During Dr. Snape’s pastorate, the 
membership of the Hollywood 
church has doubled and a new edl- 
flee, valued at $100,000, has been 
erected.

Dr. Snape was called, al- 
though he had not been a candidate 
for the position and has never 
preached in the church. The Oak- 
land church has a membership of 
1000 and is the leading Baptist 
chureh of the Bay district. Dr. Snape 
is to have an assistant pastor, a 
secretary and a salary of $6000 a 
year. He has also been given cor- 
dial assurance of support from Bap- 
tist ministers and educational lead 
ers of the Bay district. No step har 
yet been taken to fill the pastorate 
of the Hollywood church it was 
stated yesterday. 


ON BUILDING LAWS. 


Council Invites Chamber to Name 
Committee on Suggestions. 


Recently the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce urged 
that the City Council — for the 
redrafting of the building ordinance, 
so as to eliminate obsolete provi- 
sions and bring the law up to date. 
Yesterday the Council Instructed the 
clerk to inform the Chamber that 
it will be pleased to receive at any 
time suggestions and recommenda- 
tions relative to the formation by 
the chamber of a committee to ex- 
amine and study the building ordi- 
nances. 

The Council yesterflay gave in- 
structions to the City Attorney to 
prepare an amendment to the bulld- 
ing ordinance so as to allow the use 
of casement windows composed of 
steel barsash, as recommen by 
the Board of Public Works.
